TO TESTIFY TODAY 


Case of Defense is Brought to Climax 


With Testimony of Late Rear 


Admiral's Widow.

Plymouth, Mass., Oct. 25.—The ap- 
pearance of the defendant on 
the 
stand today brought to a climax the 
trial of Jennie Mae Eaton, charged 
with causing the - death of her hus- 
band, Rear 
Admiral Joseph Giles 
Baton, by giving him poison. 


Counsel for the defense had led up 
to her testimony by calling during the 
past two days numerous 
witnesses 
who described Rear Admiral Eaton as 
having been frequently under the in- 
fluence of liquor or drugs. Counsel 
sought today to draw from her own 
Hips Mrs. Eaton's story of her 
life 
with the admiral. It is the conten- 
tion of the defense that the man died 
trom an over-dose of a drug which he 
lad been accustomed to using. 


Calm and Self-Possessed. 
At the trial of Mrs. Eaton today the 
defendant was calm and self-possessed 
as she began her testimony. The jur- 
ors gave close attention to her story 
which she told in a clear well modti- 
ated voice, addressing herself always 
:o her senior 
counsel, William A. 


"Morse. Under questioning of the at- 
:prney, Mrs. Eaton described her early 
ife. 
She was born at Alexandria, Va., 
!9 years ago, she said, her family lat- 
er removing to Michigan and then to 
Washington when she mot her first 
lusband, D. H. Ainsworth. 


Had Unhappy Life. 
Her life with Ainsworth was un- 
mppy. 
She said 
that her husband 
ost two positions and that she was 
orced to aid in the support of 
the 
amily, selling books from house to 
louse. During-her life'with Ainsworth 
she and her .two children, June and 
Dorothy, lived successively at Wash- 
ington, Guthi'ie,.,Okla., St."Louis, Chi- 
cago, and then;'returned -to; Washing- 
ton where she :bought a home, paying 
$1200 down. Later she was forced to 
sell the home. 


Mrs. Eaton said that she placed her 
daughters in school at Frederick, Mel 
and then took up nursing. 
In Sep- 
tember, 1905, she went up to Admiral 
.baton s Washington home to attend 
the admiral's first wife. The patient 
died a week later but the witness re- 
mained at the home to care for the 
admiral, who had been drinking heav- 
uy. Later she accompanied him to 
Boston 
At his request because of 
his pitable condition " 
Before meeting Admiral Eaton she 
had taken steps to obtain a divorce 
trom Ainswortli and . while attending 
the admiral she received her iinal di- 
vorce papers from Chicago. While in 
Washington she and Admiral Eaton 
discussed the possibility of their mar- 
"a,se. They were married at Boston 
July 25, 1906, and began housekeeping 
on an elaborate scale at Brooklin| 
but because 
of their 
debts and the 
Admirals intemperance, Mrs. Eaton 
said they were forced to buy a place 
in the country.

Someone said a long time ago that 
"It's no disgrace to be poor, but 
mighty inconvenient." 
There is no 


question about the 
"inconvenience," 


but the "disgrace" depends upon cir- 
cumstances. 


The man who suffers the pangs of 


poverty because of misfortunes for 
which he is not responsible, is not dis- 
graced, and a friendly world sympa- 
thizes, but does not censure. 


He may be side-tracked by the way 


thorugh infirmities, and the home de- 
prived of the bread-winner, may be 
confronted with dire want, but no dis- 
grace attaches. 


The much larger class is composed 


of homes that suffer because the 
mainstay of the family squanders his 
income in dissipation, with no thought 
of obligation. Men who never have a 
dollar over night. 
There are many 


homes of this kind, especially in the 
larger cities, and every community 
has its share? This kind of poverty 
is always a disgrace to the man re- 
sponsible, and it means humiliation 
to the home. 


You: w-iU,.'notice that thiS"class of 


men are - always the ' loudest talkers 
about 
the 
inequalities 
of wealth. 


Their tongues are hung in the middle 
ready to go off at the slightest provo- 
cation, and what they don't know 
about how the government and every- 
thing else oueht to be run is hardly 
worth mentioning. 
Representatives 
of this class are 


found in every channel of work. They 
infest the commercial as well as the 
industrial 
wprld, barnacles on the 
great body-politic. 
What they need 


more 
than 
anything 
else 
is 
a 


guardian. They 
furnish 
many re- 


cruits for the police courts and jails, 
and more, of them should enjoy the 
benefits of the new law recently en- 
acted in Wisconsin. 


This law makes the sheriff of the 


county a guardian for all men com- 
mitted 
for 
minor 
offenses, 
with 


authority to find work for them any- 
where in the county, 
collect their 


wages, and turn them over to de- 
pendents, if any. 


That it is proving a blessing, not 


only to unfortunate homes; but to the 
men themselves, is clearly demon- 
strated by Sheriff Whipple of Rook 
county, in recent experiences. 


One of his wards, committed not 


long ago, was an expert workman 
from Beloit. 
v He was on the pay roll 


at three dollars and a half per day. 
but frequent sprees and loss of time 
left but little for the support of the 
family. Now, serving a ninety day 
sentence, and paroled by the sheriff, 
p.nd back to work, he spends his sparb 
time at home, fixing up the house, and 
when the officer called with the pay 
check, the other day, the wife said: 
"That's more money than I've seen 
for many a day!" and then added in 
a tone of appreciation: "This experi- 
ence is going to put John on his feet, 
and life begins to seem as it did in 
the old days." 


Another mar: working at fourteen 


dollars per week, seldom had a dollar 
for his family, until the sheriff be- 
came his guardian. Now the wife has 
the wages, and the man. restored to 
manhood, is on the way to permanent 
reform. There are many people who 
never commit minor offenses, who 
would be infinitely better off with a 
guardian, 
because 
they 
lack 
the 


faintest conception of the value of 
money. It may not be squandered for 
drink, but that is only one form of 
dissipation. 


It is worth something to know how 


to live within an income, and show a 
balaace on the 
right side of the 


ledger, at the end of the year. When 
more of us learn the trick, there will 
be less poverty, and less complaint 
about the 
unequal distribution of 
wealth. 


" * * * 


The new federal income tax will 


disclose some figures in regard to 
wealth, that will be a little surpris- 
ing. 
The government has already 


made a preliminary survey with a 
view to finding out about how much 
money the tax will yield, as a. reve- 
nue producer, to make good the losses 
caused by tariff reduction. 


The income tax applies only to in- 


comes of three thousand dollars or 
more, and of the ninety million peo- 
ple in this country, statistics recently 
compiled, show that less than half a 
million will be subject to the tax. 
When the fact is considered that this 
includes all the great blocks of capi- 
tal engaged in business, as well as 
the "idle rich." it is easy to under- 
stand that this class of idlers is 
numerically very small. 


The federal income tax skips the 


ten million farmers of the country, al- 
most to a man. It will touch very 
lightly, if at all, the 
hundreds of 


thousands of trades people in the 
towns and villages and smaller cities. 


Professional men will not feel it, 


to any great extent, and salaried peo- 
ple as well as high priced skilled ar- 
tisans, in the industrial world, will 
he practically .exempt.^ 


The little army of very poor people, 


in this land of plenty, taat is the peo- 
ple who are poverty-stricken, through 
no fault of their own, is no larger 
than the little army, at the other end 
of the line, who are subject to a fed- 
eral income tax. Between these two 
extremes ,the most of us live, and we 
ought to be happy. 


We have no grievance against the 


farmer who produced for the nation 
nine billion dollars in new wealth 
this year. The professional man, the 
salaried man and 'the skilled artisan, 
do not annoy us, for we feel that they 
are entitled to liberal compensation. 


Our grievance is against the little 


coterie 
of men 
at the top, who 


through inheritance or marked abil- 
ity, have acquired fortunes, and this 
grievance is so pronounced that we 
demand laws and regulations which 
are so stringent, that in many cases 
they amount to confiscation. 
In our eagerness to regulate every 


thing in sight, we ignore the i'act that 
the great fortunes of the country are 
largely invested in public utilities for 
the public good. 


Judge Blbert H. Gary, chairman ot 


the United States Steel Corporation, 
said somo very true things yesterday 
in an address 
to the semi-annual 


meeting of the American Iron and 
Steel Institute. 


Judge Gary is a conservative, level- 


headed financier. He ..was not talking 
for effect, but he voiced the business 
sentiment of the country when he 
said: 


"It is not uncommon in'public dis- 


cussion to treat success as an offense; 
to consider the possession of wealth, 
however honestly acquired, as wrong. 
Legislation 
calculated 
to 
create 


classes is urged persistently; 
also 


laws to impose unecessary and un- 
reasonable burdens; to forcibly take 
from one something which he has 
and is entitled to have and turn it 
over to another; to prevent or to les- 
sen the success of legitimate enter- 
prise and endeavor. 


"Capital, always timid, has been 


seriously affected by this unreason- 
able and uncalled for agitation and 
attack. Indeed, it is becoming fright- 
ened. 
Confidence has been shaken. 


It is becoming almost impossible to 
secure, on fair terms, on good secur- 
ity and at a reasonable rate of inter- 
est, the necessary capital to equip 
or liberally maintain going and suc- 
cessful properties, to say nothing of 
the additions and extensions which 
the interests of this great and grow- 
ing country demand." 


This is not a threat, but it ' is a 


plain statement of conditions as they 
exist today, from a man who stands 
at the head of the greatest industry 
in the country. And yet our patriots, 
both large and small, think that they 
know Itiall, and imagine that they are 
serving the 
best interests of the 


dear people.

MAY BE REQUIRED 


LOCAL BREWERIES 


City May Have $500 Coming From 


Each of Local Plants Which Sell 


to Non-licensed .Customers. 


That the city 
of Janesville has 


$1,000 in liquor license money com- 
ing, $500 from each o£ the two local 
breweries, is the opinion of city off! 
cials to whose attention was brought 
the recent4 ruling of Attorney General 
Owen which is to the effect that a 
brewing company is prohibited from 
selling liquor except to a licensed 
dealer. 
The only alternative for the 


breweries would be to discontinue the 
practice of felling and delivering beer 
to private customers throughout the 
city, although they have done busi- 
ness In this manner for years with- 
out the question being raised. 


"I shall look into the matter," said 
City Attorney Dougherty, who stated 
further that he could see no reason 
why it was not perfectly plausible 
to require the regular license fee from 
the local breweries the same as is 
exacted of the out of town agencies, 
three of which are maintained in this 
city and which pay the regular $50U 
retail license fee. 
It remains a fact that the question 
has never been raised in this city be- 
fore and the breweries have been en- 
joying the same privilege 
as 
the 
agencies as far as delivering beer to 
customers is concerned, without pay- 
ing the retailers' license. 
The local 
plants have evidently been operating 
with a special privilege extended be- 
cause they 
were 
local 
industries. 
When it is pointed out that this prac- 
tice is illegal, in the opinion of the 
attorney general, a settlement in fa- 
vor of the city is in order. 
The ruling was called for by M. E. 


Dillon, 
city 'attorney 
at 
Ashland, 
where the question was raised as to 
whether a brewery could sell its bot- 
tled goods to private consumers, with 
out a license. 
"It is rather 
peculiar that the 


brewery 
agencies 
have 
not 
com- 


plained 
of the matter." said Mr. 


Dougherty. 
"There must have been 


some question about it. At, any rate 
it is something which will hare in- 
vestigation." 


"Our practice previously has been 
governed by an opinion of a former- 
attorney general." explained Ma'-ir 
Fathers" wh.en asked concerning the 
situation.

TRAIN "DETECTIVES 


TO BE ABOLISHED 


Northwestern System Will 
Discon- 


tinue Auditing Concern's Check- 


ers on Trains Novem- 


ber First. 


To create a hetter feeling among 
conductors and trainmen the manage- 
ment of the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railway will, on November 1, abolish 
the detective system of the White 
Auditing "Company, which has been 
operating 'over this road for a year 
or two. The White is an outside con- 
cern, contracting to furnish detectives 
or "checkers," as they are called, to 
surprise conductors on all parts of the 
system and go over their accounts on 
:he spot. 
Being employes of an outside con- 
.ern the management of the Chicago 
& Northwestern had no voice in their 
employment and could not pass on 
:hose hired. The trainmen of the en- 
tire system strongly protested at the 
checkers, and it is said that several 
of the older 
conductors were dis- 
charged as a result of the surprises, 
the trainmen alleging that slight dis- 
crepancies in amounts were used as 
rounds for dismissal. 
"We are discontinuing the service 


of the White Auditing Company for 
;wo or three reasons," said an officer 
of the Northwestern road. "We be- 
ieve that we can with our own men 
carry on the wov'.t of checking the 
conductors' accounts better than an 
outside concern. 
By using our own 
men we believe ihere will be a better 
'eeling toward the company on the 
)art of the trainmen, Another reason 
,s a, big financial saving to the com- 
pany. 
"There is no intention on the part 


of the Northwestern road to abandon 
the practice of auditing the accounts 
of its conductors. The new auditors, 
about twelve for the system, will re- 
port directly to the general superin- 
tendent." 


Various plans for keeping tab on 
conductors/have been tried. 
The old 
"spotter" system was the first and 
most fearful 'to the trainmen. 
Under 


this'- detectives 
reported conductors 
and the latter were discharged with- 
out ever facing their accusers. 
This 
method has been practically 
aban- 
doned by all big systems as result of 
vigorous 
protests 
hy the 
railroad 


brotherhoods'. A number of the roads 
use uniformed collectors, who take up 
and -handle all tickets, leaving the 
conductor free to operate the train.

JAPANESE BUY MANY 


BRITISH STEAMSHIPS 


Pay High Prices For Between Forty 


and Fifty Second-hand Steamers- 


Conference On Safety.

London, Oct. 25.,—Japanese steam- 
ship companies have, during the pre- 
sent year, purchased between forty 
and fifty second-hand .steamers from 
British companies, paying in every 
case fairly high prices for them. 
This led to a report that the Jap- 
anese government was in the market 
lor one hundred and 
til'ty steamers 


to be used as transports, the rumor 
connecting the reported intention of 
tne Government variously with an 
expedition against China and to hold 
in 
reserve 
in case 
of war 
with 


America. As a matter of fact, .al- 
though the steamers purchased by 
the Japanese companies might be 
used in case of necessity for trans- 
porting war material, they would be 
of little use for the carrying of troops. 
They are really freighters of a type 
that is no longer built by British com- 
panies and are to be used in the 
Korean and Manchurian trade, and 
also in a trade that Japan is endea- 
voring to work up with the states 
on the Western coast of South Amer- 
ica.Shipyards are so busy at present 
that the Japanese found it cheaper 
to pay high prices for second-hand 
steamers than build new ones. 


In view of the important part play- 
ed by wireless telegrapliy in the res- 
cue at sea of over five hundred of 
the passengers and crew of the stea- 
mer Volturno—in response

"SOS" signal no less than ten steam- 
ers hurried to the aid of the burning

hundred sea miles. So far as the

is concerned, 
very elaborate and complete regula- 
tions have been brought into effect 
to provide greater safety at sea since 
the Titanic disaster and some ot 
these at least it is expected will be 
adoped by other countries.

Balkans, it is impos- 
sible for thousands of vyould-be tele- 
phone subscribers in Vienna to get 
service. There is little chance today 
to .get a -telephone in your house

money ordinarily extended by 
the 
government on telephones in Vienna 
has been diverted for military . pur- 
poses. The public is indignant; there 
is constant complaint of interruptions 
to the service; the breaking of con- 
nections during conversations out- 
side noises on the line, etcetera, but 
all 
to 
no 
purpose. There 
is 
no 


money 
to 
spend 
on the 
system; 
nearly all the workmen have been 
dismissed, and the opening of three 
new exchanges promised for this fall 
has been indefinitely postponed. 
For several years past Vienna has 


suffered from what might be called 
a veritable telephone famine). 
The 
demand for telephones quickly ex- 
hausted the capacity of the govern- 
ment 
system. No 
private 
person 


could hope to get a telephone under 
a year or so, and when the' time 
came to put in the apparatus nothing 
was ever done before an official had 
called to enquire if the telephone 
was still desired. It frequently hap- 
pened that the intending; subscriber 
had grown tired of waiting—some- 
times "lie was dead—before the tele- 
phone was in sight. 
A'n interesting 
story has just come to light which 
explains what was done with a part 
of the moneys diverted from the or- 
iginal telephone appropriation, and 
also shows the bureaucratic methods 
prevailing in Austria. When the mo- 
bilization was in full swing last win- 
ter Galicia was flooded with troops, 
the War Office linked up gendarmerie 
posts and military encampments with 
telephones in great haste. This was 
in a thinly populated country where 
the telephone was scarcely known.

be honest, and in general acted "like 
the proprietor of a blind pig saloon 
yawping against a reform wave.

years without using his tub for any- 
thing except a shelter find died hun- 
gry and happy, being famous. 
Many modern thinkeis have stud- 
ied the system of Diogenes and have 
imitated it successfully. 
He was his 
own press agent and the first one .on 
record.

have had to work for a living.

ples tried to imitate Diogenes but re- 
ceived the cold indifferent shoulder 
of the populace and had to appeal 
to the poor master for relief.
